Starting  the  year  under  a new  coaching  regime,  the  Lexington  boys  appeared  to  have  a 
good  season  in  prospect.  Coach  “Phess”  Woodson  had  been  ably  replaced  by  Mr.  Stuart 
'“Pete”  Brewbaker,  who  left  William  Fleming  High  of  Roanoke  to  fill  Mr.  Woodson’s  shoes 
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at  L.  H.  S.  Not  only  was  he  capable  of  this,  but  he  coached  Lexington  High  School  to  its 
only  undefeated  season  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

Six  lettermen  reported  and  the  rest  of  the  squad  was  composed  of  able  substitutes  from 
last  year’s  team.  The  team  that  usually  took  the  field  was  composed  of  King  and  Faison  at 
the  ends;  Walker  and  Williams,  tackles;  Reid  and  Craft  in  the  guard  slots;  and  Fix  at  cen- 
ter. In  the  backfield  were  the  capable  co-captains,  Lindsay  at  full  and  Swink  at  quarter. 
The  halfbacks  were  Cauley,  Baker  and  Macheras.  George  Macheras  had  his  season  cut 
short  by  a broken  collar  bone  in  the  Staunton  game,  but  the  team  will  probably  be  built 
around  him  next  year,  as  he  proved  to  be  a very  elusive  ball  carrier. 

The  Scarlet  warriors  started  the  ball  rolling  against  Waynesboro,  and  when  the  final 
whistle  blew  the  score  was  13  to  0 in  favor  of  Brewbaker’s  boys.  Low  Moor  was  next  de- 
feated to  the  tune  of  7 to  0.  The  following  Friday  the  boys  took  the  field  as  underdogs 
against  the  powerful  Harrisonburg  juggernaut.  Showing  splendid  fight  and  stamina  they 
came  out  on  the  long  end  of  a 12  to  0 count.  Buena  Vista  was  next  taken  in  stride  39  to  0. 
In  the  next  contest  the  team  was  upset  when  Staunton  pulled  a 7 to  7 tie.  Staunton  was 
later  defeated  by  teams  that  had  fallen  in  front  of  the  Scarlet  Hurricane.  On  a muddy 
gridiron,  the  Hot  Springs  team  showed  an  unexpected  strong  defense  and  held  Lexington 
to  a lone  marker.  The  extra  point  was  missed  and  the  final  score  was  6 to  0.  Seven  seniors 
closed  their  football  career  in  a blaze  of  glory  when  Lexington  defeated  Bedford  7 to  0.

Captain  Swink,  Stuart  Faison,  Freeman  Lindsay,  Lynwood 
King,  and  Neely  Young.  Stuart  Smith,  “Pluck”  Hickman,  “Pig”  Walker,  Melvin  Cauley  and 
John  Faison  did  yeoman  work  in  backing  up  the  five  starters.  All  of  the  reserves,  except 
Cauley,  have  a year  or  two  more  of  competition,  and  with  the  aid  sent  up  from  the  Junior 
Varsity,  Mr.  Brewbaker  expects  another  quintet  of  the  same  caliber  to  take  the  floor  for 
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the  "Big  Red"  next  season.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  J.  V.  of  Lexington  was 
undefeated.
